\ Xew Process for Working .Refrac- 


tory Ores. 


The Pacific Mining and Reducing 


Company gave an exhibition in San 
Francisco on Wednesday of a new pro- 
cess for reducing refractory ores. In 
brief, it consist in roasting and smelt- 
ing, the roasting being performed in a 
new style of furnace by a combination 
of steam and atomized petroleum, af- 
fording intense and easily regulated 
heat. The ore is then put through a 
lead bath and smelted. The inventor, 
Mr. Campbell, claims that his process 
will reduce the most refractory ores, 
saving ninety odd per cent., at an ex- 
pense of $G or $7 per ton in a much
